Connellsville youths conducted their 
exploration in a boat especially built 
for the 
purpose and equipped with 


storage batteries and electric light.-. 
In one chamber of the 
cavern 
tho 


walls rise perpendicularly for 40 feel 
and glistened, as did the ceiling, as 
if set in jewels. The water vyas found 
to be 35 feet deep in several places. 


Interesting as the Mifflin county 


cave is, and notwithstanding thc ro- 
mance given it by 
thc discovery of 


the Indian relics, Penn's 
Cave ap- 


parently is larger 
and more impres- 


sive. 
Probably most Pennsylvanians 


have never even heard of it. 


It lies in Penn Valley, north of 


the Tussoy or Seven Mountain range, 
and about 14 miles from Bellefonte. 
Penn's Cave extends 3,000 feet under 
the earth. The lake has an average 
depth of from 10 to 12 feet, though 
in places it is !">0 feet deep. Thc avji 
age temperature of 
the 
air in the 


cave varies 
from 20 to GO deg., and 


its height from 12 to 75 feet. 
Stalac- 


titics and stalagmites 
in 
fantastic 


shapes are to be found in all parts of 
teh cave. The lake 
is full of large 


trout;, but they will not take thc hook. 


Pennsylvania has many interesting 


places which are visited

The^ 
tourist- will find a great variety of 
scenery as well as natural curiosities 
within its borders. And the Connells 
ville boys' discovery suggests that all 
of Pennsylvania's wonders may not 
have been found even yet.
